STATE AND COB STY FAIRS. 


The San Francisco Spirit of the Times 


says: 


We beg to remind our sporting readers 


that the time is fast approaching when 
they must make their entries for the var- 
ious events that are placed before them 
in all quarters of the State. From one 
end ot California to the other, great 
preparations are being made and our 
horsemen on no previons occosion have 
bad such a menu placed before them as 
on this, and whether they be patrons of 
the blood horse, trotter or pacer, they 
will find that the dishes before them are 
so varied and ample that there is no 
room left for the most ohronio "kicker" 
to find fault, and by the time they get 
through with the two hundred and fif- 
teen races that are on the programmes 
they will have a very clear idea of what 
their stock, especially the young ones, 
are made of; and the horse that is not 
able to earn its Winter's oats during fcha 
next three or four months, the best 
thing its owner can do with him ia to 
send him to.the plow or the wagon and 
there let him fulfill the destiny that na- 
ture intended him for. 


The call on the various stables no 


doubt will be great, but the time of al- 
most all the fairs are so arranged that 
there is little danger of them clashing, 
so that each and allj^can reasonably ex- 
pect good entries, and that, too, of a 
class of horses that will be much super- 
ior to any hitherto seen on the "tracks" 
of the fair fields. 


The programmes of the State Fairs of 


California and Nevada are rer.lly what 
may be called magnificent and promise 
to eclipse anything heretofore held in 
these States. 


The Fair of the foimer will last nine 


days and during that time there are no 
less than thirty-five (including racing 
and trotting) events to be decided, the 
purses and added money to which, 
amount to the very large sum of $16,- 
350. 
These puzes are so arranged as to 


give all classes of horses a fair and reas- 
onable opportunity to appropriate one 
or more of them, and the managers have 
evidently taken considerable trouble in 
dividing this large amount of money in 
such a manner as to come within the 
reach of all, yet leaving many of the 
stakes really valuable prizes. There 
will also be awarded to the owner of the 
sire whose get shall make the best aver- 
age performances in the races for trot- 
ting foals, two, three and four-year-olds, 
in 1887, 1888 and 1880, the Grand Gold 
modal of the California State Agricul- 
tnral Society, which shall be of not less 
than $200 in value; this in itself is well 
worth putting forth all possible energy 
to capture, as it ensures a stamp o! value 
to the sire that is not easy to calculate 
in dollars, but must represent tnany folds 
the worth of the medal, besides a trophy 
that any breeder should be justly proud 
of. 


The Nevada State Fair is but little, if 


anything, behind California in the scope 
of its aims, and gives no less a sum 
than $10,000 to be divided between 
thirty-five race and trotting events, and 
its President, 0. C. Pownmg, Esq., of- 
fers as a special premium, a gold medal 
worth $100 for the best exhibit in any 
department; the Fair will continue for 
ten days, from September 21st to Oc- 
tober 1st. The programme is most var- 
ied, as a glance of it in our columns will 
show, and cannot fail to be a splendid 
success. The district fairs, too, as will 
be seen in onr pages, are on the most 
extensive scale, and promise in many 
instances to rival the "State Fairs men- 
tioned above, and among these we would 
refer our readers to the programmes of 
Nevada and Placer counties Fair, which 
is giving $10,000 in purses and pre- 
miums; tLe Sonoma and Maiin District 
Agricultural Association's Fair at Peta- 
luma $8,000; the Golden Gate Fair, 
$11,050; the Marysrille 
Agricultural 


Distiict, $8,000; the Stockton District, 
$15,000, and the Pluuias, Imssen, Sierra 
and 
Alodoo 
Agricultural Association 


gives no less a sum than $7,000 in 
purses and premiums. These are large 
amounts of money and cannot fail to 
draw vast crowds of all classes of citi- 
zens to see the sports that the various 
Societies have so lavishly and gener- 
ously provided for in their programmes. 
But our readers must remember that 
the sports are only a portion of the pro- 
grammes, and indeed the least worthy 
of them, for at these Fairs are to be 
seen, and put in competition, the varied 
and wonderful resources of our wonder- 
ful State, and bore at these Fairs will 
be seen everything 'that is born- of the 
sun and earth in our beautiful clime, a 
production so great and so valuable that 
those who are strangers to our resources 
and who will happen ta see them for the 
first time, must indeeenook on in won- 
der and amazement, on beholding the 
magnitude of onr products and the mar- 
velous fertility of the land that can pro- 
duce them. The searchers for homes 
in California will find at these Fairs, 
mirrored, aa it were, the wonderful

AS OCEAM TEA PABTY. 


Exciting Race from the Orient Be- 


tween T««-JLn<len Ocenu Steam- 
em. 


NEW YOBK, July 21.— Great interest 


has been excited amojg the tea traders 
over the long race from Yokohama, Ja- 
pan, to New York, by way of the Suez 
Canal, between the steamers Mon- 
mouthshire and Glenshiel. The first 
steamer left Yokohama on May 31st 
with 6,000,000 pounds of Japan tea. 
The other followed on June 3rd with 
1,700,000 pounds of tea, the cargoes be- 
ing the first shipped of the new season's 
crop. After leaving Japan the steamers 
crossed to China, where they were to 
complete their cargoes with China teas, 
besides taking some 2,000,000 pounds 
in addition to what they already had. 
On July 12th the Gleushiel passed out 
of the Suez Canal at Port Said, just as 
the Monmouthshire entered at Suez, 
thus making them less than totty-eight 
hoars apart. On July 17th the Mon- 
mouthshire was sighted at Malta, and 
would be due at Gibraltar on July 20th, 
but probably passed in the night and 
escaped without being spoken. 
The 


Glenshiel passed through the straits on 
July 19tb, making about 24 hoars dif- 
ference between the two ships on their 
already long sail. The nsnal time from 
Gibraltar to New York is about fifteen 
days, but both steamers will endeavor 
to make all possible speed. It is be- 
lieved the time will be considerably 
lessened, and their arrival is looked for 
between the 1st and 5th of August. 


Salt I.alcc to I.os Augreles. 


There is every reason to believe that 


the Union Pacific will sooner or later 
build into Los Angeles. The project 
has been under consideration by the 
Directors of the road for some time and 
now that the boom is oh and Southern 
California attiacting the attention of 
the whole nation, they are more anxious 
than ever to make a start. The Union 
Pacific has practically been advancing 
on Los Angeles by slow strides by the 
extension of its Utah central line. En- 
gineers say that there now remain only 
about 700 miles of road to construct, 
and the work will not be of a difficult 
character, as no grade on the whole line 
need exceed seventy feet to the mile. 
The time between Salt Lake City and 
Los Angeles would, by the building of 
this road, be reduced to about twenty- 
eight hours. It now requires double 
that time to make the trip. It is be- 
lieved by the Union Pacific men that 
the proposed road conld be made to 
pay. Numerous surveys have been 
made of late and it is believed that 
when the right route has been hit upon 
the road will be built. 


THE NEW PANORAMA. 


A 
Vivid Picture oi the Battle* 


Aronnd Vleltabnrff. 


The San Francisco Post says: 
The new panorama of the Battles o 


Vicksbnrg was finally arranged yester- 
day, and was thrown open to the repre- 
sentatives of the press in the afternoon 
The arrangements are the same as those 
that became familiar in the Battle of 
Waterloo, which it displaces, but the 
painting is more complex than tha 
striking work. 


The Post reporter, on entering, found 


himself on one of the highest points ol 
the Confederate redoubts, watching the 
assault of the Union forces in Grant 
ineffectual effort to storm the works. 
Grant stands with his staff a little to the 
north, according to the diagram, though 
for some occult reason it has been 
placed on the south side oi the building, 
and the points of the compass carefully 
reversed. The General is watching the 
desperate assault of the Iowa troops on 
the northern redoubt. The Union flag 
is planted on the parapet, and a few 
Union soldiers have gained the crest. 
Pemberton is directing the battle in per- 
son at this point, and Cockerill is hur- 
rying forward reinforcements to repel 
the assault. 


On the other side the Union and rebel 


forces are engaged in the open field, and 
two Missouri regiments are in hand-to- 
hand conflict in the hollow. 


The naval bombardment of the Con- 


federate position forms a striking part of 
the scene. 
Admiral Porter's fleet is 


stationed along the broad Mississippi, 
and the terrific effect of the mortars is 
seen in the shattered buildings, and 
ruined redoubts. A building below the 
main fort has been set on fire by a shell 
and is blazing fiercely. 


The realism in the painting is well 


preserved. It is ia most cases difficult 
to tell where the foreground leaves off 
and the painting begins. The position 
chosen seems to give an inadequate idea 
of the strength of the Confederate posi- 
tion or the number of the Confederate 
forces. 
The great Vicksburg fortifica- 


tions that beat back Grant's forces for 
a year and were the terror of the North 
seems a rather insignificant affair in 
comparison 
with 
their 
reputation. 


Nevertheless the scene ia filled with 
figures and action, and as the whole has 
been painted under iho supervision of 
men who were a part of the'battle, it is 
undoubtedly an accurate representation 
of a great historical scene.

number of the Journal of Analytical 
Chemistry will contain on article by 
Professor Victor C. Vanghan upon tyro- 
toxioou, a poisonous substance some- 
times found in ice cream. This sub- 
stance was discovered by Vaughan about 
a year ago. He has discovered that the 
substance is 
identical with 
benzel, 


which has been known for many years 
and was first prepared from anilines by 
» German chemist. The important point 
brought out by Professor Vaaghan's re- 
searches is that the poison is destroyed 
by boiling the ice cream mixture before 
freezing.

Entries for the purses must be made 
For Monday's races on the Saturday prececlin 
for Wednesday's races, on Monday, and for Fr 
day's races, on Wednesday, at the regular time 
for closing entries as designated by the rules 
Those who have nominated in stakes must name 
to the Secretary in writing which they will 
start the day before tho race, at 6 P. M. Horses 
entered in purses can only be drawn by consent 
of the Judges.

The rules of the Pacific Blood Horse Associa- 
tion -will govern running races. 
All horses entered for State purses must be 


owned and kept in Nevada and California, east 
of the Sierra Nevaclas, for six months prior to 
day of race.
